To THE Editoh: — Ever since the latest 
visit of the Great Van Home to Victoria 
and his outpour of tatfy before the board 
of trade in this city, I have remained n 
silent but close observer of the jiolicy of 
the C. P. Railway Co, towards \'^ictoria 
iiid Esquimalt as it has been slowly de- 
veloped by subsequent ovoiita. There ia 
now no reason to doubt that Mr. Van 
Home ia a clever diplomat and a uon- 
suiniiiato politician. The skillful manner 
in which he twisted the board of trade 
iruund his little linger and drew froin 
theiu ,1 vote of ihanka for having done so 
w..ul(l have been worthy of praise had he 
been a minister plenipotentiary to 
some foreign court. But as he professed 
to bo a plain-spoken, matter-of-fact busi- 
ness man, addressing an assemblage of 
le.isiiiess men, who, li.-iviiig invested their 
all in this city and iieigliborhood natural- 
ly feel interested in preserving it from 
destruction, 1 am forced to tho conclus- 
ion that he was neither honest nor frank 
in some of his professions and statenients. 

It is true that the reduction in freight 
ind pas.seiigor rates has taken place; but 
that was promised before Mr. Vail Home 
left Montreal. At present, I shall refer 
only to one or two instances of tergiversa- 
tion. The principal of these arc the 
China steamers. How much nearer, I 
would ask, are Victoria and ICscpiimalt 
I 'l the reali/.atioii of their hojie and right to 
be made the practical lermitiii of the 
Canadian Pacitic now than they were be- 
fore Mr. Van Horiio came/ The plea 
wliich that geiitleiiiaii offered, that the 
.steamers are not the property of the C. 
P. R. and consequently not under their 
eniitrol, is shallow. If it were not for the 
imlucements the railway company held 
out to the steamship company the latter 
would not have engaged in the enteriiriEo; 
and if Mr. Vau Home were to say to 
Pcaroe & Co., You must comply with the 
reaaniiable demands of Viotcria, our 
jiriucipal customer on the Pacific, 
there wwuld bo an immediate 
compliance. In the absence of 
remonstrance from the 0. P. R. the great 
stoaiiiors continue to show \'ictorians the 
blades of their propellers, carry our freight 
on to Vancouver and seiul it back- at our 
expeitsefor lighterage. 

Could there be a more humiliating pos- 
ition for a buainesa community like this 
to ucciiiiy / l''or many years Victoria's 
annual contribution in the shape of cus- 
toms duties alone to the Dominion strong 
bo.x has been 81,000,000. Our city has 
increased in population until it numbers 
close upon 13,01X1. Es'iuitiialt has one 
of the liiiest harbors in the world. Vic- 
toria's commerce has extended from Cape 
Beale to Behriiig sea and from tho coast 
line to the summit of the Rocky moun- 
tuing. Its merchants tank financially 
among the soundest in the world. A large 
amount of capital is concentrated here. 
Fveiy important eiiterjirise that is or has 
been projected on island or luainland 
seeks or has sought the required capital 
at Victoria. If a mine is to be opened, a 
railway or ship to ho built, a mercantile 
eiitur()rise floated, a lumber mill erected, 
H tishcry est-ablishud, Victorians are ap- 
jieided to (and seldom in vain) to 
siip])ly the sinews of war. Cariboo, Big 
.Slide, lllecillewaot and Nicola mines have 
absorbed large aiinniiits of V^icUjria capi- 
tal. When the new town of Vancouver 
was to be built whore did the money to 
do it come from ? Victoria. When it 
stood in need of streets and Hidownlk.i 
where did it apjily si'-'oRRUiiiy for the 
iiieaiisi' Nl... Ill 1 tic railway company, but 
to Victoria. When the old town of New 
W'estiiiitislcr wanted a railway from whom 
did it get the funds I The C. P. R, ! Not 
at all. From Victoria. Lately when it 
erecteil gas works Victoria sent it the 
money. The- snniu benefit was bestowed 
on Nuiiaiiiio a few months ago by Victoria 
capitalists. 

In short, Mr. Editor, 1 speak within 
hounds when I aay that there ia scarcely 
an enterprise, great or amall, in the prov- 
ince that was not started with, if it is not 
now sustained, by Victoria capital. 

.And yet, sir, in tho face of all this we 
,ire advised, at the risk of being dpemed 
disloyal or "uiipatriritic" to )iut forth 
not the slightest effort to assert our rights 
or preserve Our fair city and ita near 
migliborfrom slowbut none the less certain 
ilestriu^t ion ! Wh(>ii a few days ago it was 
aKnertod ill your columns that the (irand 
I'liink railway company had bought the 
franchise of the Mtniitnba A Northwestern 
railway and would push on to VicUiria ria 
Bute Inlet if the B. C. legislature would 
extend the same encouragement to the 
new enterprise that it did Ui the C. P. R. , 
I w,as almoat paralyzed to read in a Vic- 
/oi iK newspaper that encouragement to a 
Hchenio in opposition to the C. P. K. 
woiihl be "unimtriotic!" Are we then, 
air, such abject slaves that we shall be de 
leired from striking a blow in our own de- 
tenee liy this cuckoo cry of disloyalty;'

HAWAIIAN FlNA.N(:i<]S. 

The chief sources of revenue on tho 
islands are derived from the rice and 
sugar interests. Without these tho 
revenue would be decreased, ilirectly and 
indirectly, to tho e.\tent of fully nine 
tenths. A statement as to the position 
of tho Hawaiian loan in London was pub- 
lished by the recent goviu niiieiit in Hono- 
lulu before they retired from otlict>. 
From this it appoara that the loan itself 
luiB never boon flouted at all. Tho Lon- 
don syndicate merely made ailv.-aices in 
anticipation of ultimate realizations, mill 
the iiuotJitioiiH upon the l,ondoii Stock 
Exchange have apparently been "wash 
sales," which may yet bocome the subject 
of examination. The Loan act author- 
ized the liorrowilic of ?2,0tK),(X)0, jiay- 
able, principal aiuT interest, in United 
States gold coin. (If this anicuiiit ^JoDO,- 
QOO was taken up in llololiilu, t he baliiuce 
to bo nogotiateil in Lomlon. Only Jl,- 
000,(X)0 was oU'ered there, and it was 
"quickly subscribed for, Imt, as no bonds 
wore ready to be issued, the subseribei'H 
wore only called ujioii to \my a small jier- 
centage of the amount subscribed for. 

The tinancial manipulators in London,

'.'n'erninont §800,000. Of this ununmt only 
' 9184,500 has been received at the Hiiw- 
aijii treasujy. The sum of 8116,f»00 re- 
mains in the Bank of Ooliforniu at San 
fnwitoo, »nd the balance of 9600,000 



was used by the financial agentu and syn- 
licute themselves, without autJiMi ii , of 
the Hawaiian government, it i.s said, to 
upeciilato . in bonds held by Chius 
Spreckuls. These bonds, must, by law, 
bo redeemed at the Hawaiian treasnry, 
therefore the holder can demand payment 
again on presentation in the proper 
quarter. Tho syndicate-'has further in^ 
sisted upon the issuance, of a now set uf 
bonds, payable in Engli^ sterling, which 
is not the equivalent of American money, 
as every sovereign has been reckoned as 
§5. The loss to the govei'iinieiit will be 
l(ic. on each sovereign, or 4^."f2,000 on 
£200,000. it is believed that the public 
revenue has all been expended, in ad- 
dition, to the postal sayings bunks de- 
posits.

BRITISH COLUMBIA TO .lERUSALRM. 

An Kntertf.lnins^ Lecture by tbe Biey>Hugh 
Johniton, B. D. -" 

A good audience assembled last evening 
in Pandora street Methodist Church to 
listen to the lecture by Ruv. Hugh John- 
ston, B. D., Toronto, on "Slices of travel 
from the iriountains of British Coluiubi^i 
to those that are about .Terusaloui." After 
the opening exercises. Rev. Mr. Starr in 
trot^.iccd the lecturer to the audience in a 
few well-placed remarks. 

Tho rev. geutlenian said the <iuestioii 
was often asked "Why do Canadians and 
Americans "visit Europe to look upon 
grand scenery when at homo they have a 
panorania of scenery that is unrivalled in 
tho world?" The scenery through tlie 
Rockies and Solkirks and along tho golden 
sands of the Fraser, was grand and lovely 
in the extreme. His hearers need iii>l 
sigh for the Alps of Switi5orlaud,the sunny 
skies of Italy, or tlie shores of classic 
Greece, for th6 mountains of this province 
and tho inland seas and archiiielagoes of 
its coast, excelled Iheni all. To the south 
wore the grand Sierras and the lovely 
Yosomite valley. The charm about the 
old country scenery was that it had been 
the home of chivalry and roiiiauco and 
within its spaoe^the history "f Pii»t cen- 
turies had been enacted. But for the 
grand and beautiful in nature there was 
that hero that could nowhere else be sur- 
passed. Referring to travel nowadays, 
tho lecturer said that they had now so 
spanned continents with steel bands and 
fast steamers that a journey could be 
made around the world in sixty-nine days, 
which beat .Jules Verne by at least eleven 
days. 

Me looked upon the Canadian I'acilic 
railway as one of tlio grand wonders of 
the age. \S'heii he relumed from Ibis 
province many years ago, in his lecturi? in 
Toronto he had pictured the lliglit of the 
iron hiuau frmu the plains through the 
rocky passes, over yawning chasms and 
rushing rivers until it reached lliej wator.s 
of B.irraril Inlet, and a good brother had 
arisen and sjmke of the iiraclical impos- 
sibility of such a .scheme. But to-day it 
was accomplished, .ind he had had tlu^ 
pleasure of traveling; over the road. 

The reverend geutlenian then took tho 
audience on a journey with him through 
the mountains, over the plains, on to the 
eastern provinces until Halifax was 
reached, whore steamer was taken for 
England. Arriving at Liverpool, "the 
door-step of the old folks at home," they 
took passage in a pnllinaii, which Miner 
•son had described as being a "cushioned- 
caiinon-b.ill." They were whirled through 
jiretty villages and smiling landscape un- 
til they arrived in London, the great city. 
An interesting description of its varied 
denizens, its grand catliedrals, rich art 
galleries, Londim tower, and the nniny 
places of thrilling interest of the ureal 
metropolis was given. The gay city <d 
Paris with its many peculiar cliaiacteris- 
Lics ;ind beauties, the trip of otXJ miles 
to northern Italy in uncomfortable coaches, 
the loveliness of the idties and scenery 
Italy on the way to Rome, were 
pictured in a highly entertaining 
Rome, the eli'rnal city, whose walls were 
stamped with twenty-live centiiiit>,4 of 
cliangoful events, was hard to ilesi'iibe, 
but the lecturer carried the closest atten- 
tion of his hearers as he vividly recounted 
the wonders of that woiideiful city, re- 
ferring to St. I'eler's as the ca hedral of 
the world, the grandest church that was 
ever built. .-V lour was taken to Niiplus, 
to Pompeii and to Ve.suvius. Leaving 
Brindisi, the lecturer proceeded t< 
Alexandria, where Admiral Seymour had 
not long since demonstrated that "Bril- 
tania rules the waves." .A lexaiidiia, 
Cairo, the desert, the pyr.iiuids, the 
sphinx, the mosciues, the trip over 'l"el el 
Kebir to Port Said were each given a few 
well-placed words of descriiilion. Ovei 
the blue sea to the ancient iiort of ,loppa, 
and then on through the sacred land o| 
Palestine to Jerusalem, referring to the 
various points cif intiU'est on the way, tho 
lecturer led his delighted audience, 'I'll 
road from .Jericho to .leriisalem, as ii 
the olden days, was infested with thieves 
and on the way they came U]i to a Kun 
pean who had been robbed of everythiii: 
but his silk hat I .\rriviiig within th 
holy city the many places of hisioiiral in- 
terest Were \ isiteil, a (|iiiel falling upon 
the audience while the lect iiier reverently 
spoke of his visits to the tomb of David, 
the places where the last supper and t h 
descent of tlie H<dy Ghost occurred, the 
site of Solomon's teiii[ile, the cliiii cli o 
the Holy Sepiilcbn;, the edifice that cov 
orod the sjiol where the burial and resur- 
rection of our Lord took place. It wan, 
he said, the most intensely ifitcrestiug 
church in the universe, for aroiiinl 
clung memories that were dearest to tho 
hearts of Christians. The lecturer, after 
a splendid word-picture of the holy city 
and itssurronndiiigs, closed his excellent 
address with a few words of Christ iaii 
counsel, and on retiring was loudly ni>- 
plauded. 

Mr. .John Jesso]) moved a hearty vide 
of thanks, \Thicli -.vas ably seconded by 
Rev. Dr. Reid, and generously approvoi 
of by the audience. The n^v. gentleiiian 
briefly responded, referring to Ids former 
visit to Victoria in company with tho late 
Rev Morloy Punshon, and the ploaaui e 
this present visit liad been to hiin. 

The benediction was jirouounced by the 
Rev. Dr. Reid.
